\ The Joint Intelligence Committee shall: 

a* Establish its owi methods o ^procedure $

c. Coordinate and integrS^e intelligence received from the 
War and Navy Departments (which fflQli^e limited to strictly 
departmental or military technica^S^elligence ) for the use of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff and tdeir suppling agencies* 

d. If unable to reSbch an agreement promptly on such military 
intelligence, submit to th^Joifrt Chiefs of Staff a report indicat-
